Impressions —By FatHer McNa- 
MArA.--f have been devoting afew days 
to missionary duties in Rockingham 
and adjacent counties. My sojourn in 
this section has afforded me opportu- 
nity of becoming more intimately ac- 
quainted with the country aud its peo- 
ple than ever hadbeen before, Thave 
this time seen this section and its in- 
habitants under circumstances more fa- 
vorable, and one and the other have 
presented aspects reyealiag in a high 
degree the abundant treasures and the 
overflowing cordiality which make our 
State so desirable. Phe soil of North 
Carolina is certainly enriched with un- 
told treasures. Her homes are alive 
with a generosity and a warm-hearted- 
ness caual to anything oa the globe. 
We have an admirable State—admira- 
ble in the number ef her products, ad- 
mirabie in the varicty of her scenery, 
in the wealth of her minerals, the gush- 
ing magnificence of her waters-—admi- 
rable in the character of her people, 
unequalied in the serenity and healtht. 
ness of her climate. It is not saying 
too much. There is ne climate in the 
world to be compared with that ot the 
midiand and western counties of North 
Carolina. Here we enjoy the whole 
vear round a temperature delightfully 
ranging between the burning summers 
of the South and the paralyzing eold 
of Northern districts. Our people ought 
to be the wealthiest, the happiest on the 
globe. If a diversity of soils, 1f copions 
weather-privilege, if mines of coal and 
iron, lead, copper and precious metals; 
if delicious fishes, woods enriched with 
game, forests weighing down with 
hickory, oak, pine, chestnut, maple, 
mahogony and walnut; if cotton, corn, 
tobacco, wheat, oats, potatoes, and 
every vegetable; if apples, peaches, 
pears, strawberries, grapes, wines and 
high-priced liquors--it these are suf- 
ficient to make a people wealthy, 
then North Carolina should be 
possessed of riches beyond Eastern and 
Western States combined. If a kind- 
hearted, generous, high-minded people 
ean make a State desirable, we have 
such peopie here. TH salubrity of clime, 
if early spring, if prolonged Autamnal 
weather are caiculated to give a people 
opulence, with these gifts a loving 
Providence has blessed us. In this State 
the farmerecan go out into his flelds the 
first days of January, an? he, and his 
servants, and kis horses cam continue 
their labors in woods and cultivated 
fields until the last day of December 
tells them to commence the duties of 
another year, <A year of uninterrupted 
farm Ixbor! What a gift! True we 
have our Winter, and at times our 
snows and frosts are severe and long- 
continued, This is essentin! to health 
and egricuiture, Aad in Summer we 
are visited with our share of sun, But 
here we never experience the cold of 
New England, or the West. We never 
suffer the scorching suns that burn up 
the earth, and inflict sunstroke on thie 
laborer in New Yorkand Chicago. Our 
Summoetr’s heat never ranges as high as 
in Illinois. Our Winters are never so 
severe as to shutup man and beast 
within the limits of a barn-yard, as in 
Maine and Massachusetts. I have lived 
in New Engjand, in New York, and the 
West. 1 know whereof I speak. In 
North Carolina the farmer is never com- 
pelled by heat or cold to abandon the 
lands, and take refuge within the shel- 
ter of his dwelling. His plow ean pen- 
eirate the eround 650 out of 365 days 
every year. The iarmer is never driven 
as in other States, to abandon his bug- 
ey or his wagon, wid hitch bis animal 
to a sied. 


With a climate such as this—with 
advantages such as I deseribe, Task in 
all earnestness, shonid not North Caro- 
lina farmers be more independent than 
men of this class in any section of Ca- 
nada or the American Union? If they 
are not so, there are reasons therefor 
which are not difficult to be assigned, 
And, my friends, I fee! frec enough to 
express views without caring too 
much whether man or woman in this 
State feels burt or not at the plain ex- 
pression ef my opinion, TL would not 
wish to wound, Biabyf persons put on 
airs, if men of ourstretched sensibilities, 
if finely punctilious dames turn up the 
nose at wholesome lessons—why the 
simplest way to cure ticir distemper is 
to take little notice of their wrath-——let 
them cool in the clothes they heated In. 
I have a duty to tell the truth. [ have 
been asked, and Lam asked repeatedly 
to write what I think of North Carolh- 
naand her people. The reading public 


know that my voiee and my pen haye 


been exerted in vindication of the South 
fullmany atime. I have written jor 


Northern papers respecting the ques 
tions thnt mest embitter American 


minds; and belore the Grand Army ot 
the Republie preciaimed your story 
in Massachusetts, I hare not written 
or spoken asa politician, LT have done 
so Fas a priest,as aman, as one iden- 
tified with interesis--as one 
lovi ¢ you, without losing sight of ile 
jove and respect [owe Americans in 
every quarter of this magnificent coup.

You want to realize the 
fact that your own sweat is pow essen- 
tial to your support, that your sons 
ought to be drilled te bold the plow 
and fork manure, Instead of growing up 
shop-boys and rowadies and tippiers in 
our towns, instead of flying to Northern 
cities for the two-fold purpose of eke- 
ing out asubsistence, and of escaping, 
it being known at home that they lack 
the wherewithal to live in luxury and

It has been stated the brig Abbie Clif- 
ford, of Stockton, Me., was spoken 
April 6, on the Equator, bound to New 
York from Pernambuco, with Captain 
Clifford dead, the mate in a dying con- 
dition, and Mrs. Clifford, the Captain’s 
Wife, sick. Advices received lately re- 
port that the vessel was again spoken of 
on the 21st of April, in latitude 22 
North, longitude 50 West, in command 
of Mrs. Clifford, the mate in the mean— 
time having probably either died or re- 
mained too ill to navigate the vessel, 
which duty was being heroically per- 
formed by the lady. It appears that 
between the 6th and the 21st ult. she 
had sailed the brig 22 degrees of Jati- 
tude, notwithstanding her sickness, and 
according to a recent dispatca succeed- 
ed in bringing her into port. Mrs. Clif- 
ford belongs to Stockton, Me., and had 
sailed in company with her husband on 
many previous yoyages, during which 
she took great interest in the profession 
of her husband, by whom she was 
taught the art ot navigation.
